of a sum larger than that required to 
pay all the expenses of the govern- 
ment a few years ago seems to indi- 
cate a rather helpless task, until one 
looks bacfc into the history of financing 
of previous years.

according to a close estimate—a little 
ma-re than one-tenth of the cost of our 
part in the great war.

to 
newcomers -to our 
shores. That money helped to pa,y off 
the little obligation which

CLirred in getting independence. 
Then a panic came along in 1837 
and the surplus in the treasury disap- 
peared. 
There is not likely to be an- 


other- surplus for a iong- time. It will 
•take at least 25 years to pay off the 
present war debt.
